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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a method for modulating beta-catenin gene 
transcription in a cell comprising contacting a cell with a modulating agent, 
classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

II. Claims 14-24, drawn to a method for modulating differentiation of a cell, 
comprising contacting a cell with a modulating agent, classified in class 
514, subclass 12. 

III. Claims 25-36, drawn to a method for modulating hair growth on a mammal 
comprising administering to a mammal a modulating agent that comprises 
an internalization agent that comprises an internalization moiety, classified 
in class 514, subclass 12. 

IV. Claim 37, drawn to a method for modulating the activity of a steroid 
receptor in a cell, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

V. Claim 38, drawn to a method for treating cancer in a patient, classified in 
class 514, subclass 12. 

VI. Claim 39, drawn to a method of inhibiting the development of Alzheimer’s 
disease in a patient, classified in class 514, subclass 12. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I and ll-VI, II and lll-VI, III and IV-VI, IV and V-VI, V and VI, are 
unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, 
or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation, different functions, and different effects. 
The method of the invention of Group I is a method for modulating beta-catenin gene 
transcription in a cell comprising contacting a cell with a modulating agent, the method 
of invention of Group II is a method for modulating differentiation of a cell, comprising 
contacting a cell with a modulating agent, the method of invention of Group III is a 
method for modulating hair growth on a mammal comprising administering to a mammal 
a modulating agent that comprises an internalization agent that comprises an 
internalization moiety, the method of the invention of Group IV is a method for 
modulating the activity of a steroid receptor in a cell, the method of the invention of 
Group V is a method for treating cancer in a patient, the method of the invention of 
Group VI is a method of inhibiting the development of Alzheimer’s disease in a patient. 
Examiner would like to state that even though the methods of the inventions of the 
Groups above all seem to involve contacting a cell with a modulating agent that 
comprises an internalization moiety and a peptide selected from the mentioned group, 
the population of those being effected are drastically different and diverse. For example 
those individuals being affected in Group III suffer from some form of hair loss, whereas 
individuals in Group V and VI suffer from cancer and Alzheimer’s disease. 

Restriction Requirement Applicable to all Groups 
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Furthermore, in claims 2, 6, 16, 19, 28 and 31 the presence of multiple 
polypeptide sequences each with a different SEQ ID NO: allows for a variety of 
patentably distinct products. Depending on the sequence of each polypeptide, the 
characteristics of the resulting molecule will vary in regards to structure and function. 
Each one of these polypeptides is capable of eliciting a specific immune response and 
can be used to produce a specific antibody. Therefore these polypeptides and 
polynucleotides are patentably distinct absent factual evidence to the contrary. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single SEQ ID NO: for prosecution 
on the merits. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of SEQ ID NO: that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all 
claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. The applicant 
should be aware that selection of a single SEQ ID NO: represents a response to a 
restriction requirement, not an election of species. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
